Tue decision of the Chief Justice of the 
Straits Settlements, which we give in 
another column, exposes a weak point in 
the Immigration Ordinance, which goea 
a very far way to destroy the usefulness 
of the mesgure, if, indeed, it does not 
reduce it altogethor toa dead letter, The 
int as to what, constitutes reporting 
“forthwith” on arrival, is an interesting 
one; but it is of Comparatively minor 
importance, ‘Tho Obief Justice holds, 
very reasonably we think, that if the 
vessel arrives, say at 11 o'clock at night, 
when the Master: Attendant’s office is 
closed, and reports the arrival of his 
vessel as goon as the office ia open next 
morning, he doea.all that oan reasonably 
be expected of him, and all that it is 

ssible to do, and be must be taken to 
ae reported “forthwith.” - But the 
vital faw in the Ordinance now 
brought to light is this,—that while the 
purpose of the enactment is presumably 
to prevent the promiscuous landing of 
coolies from Chins, no power is given to 
the Captain by the Ordinance to keep 
them on board until they have been ex- 
amined ; and, as tho Obief Justice points 
out, he would render himself liable to 
heavy penalties yore he to attempt todo 
20, His detention of the coolies, evon 
without force, would ‘amount to illegal 
imprisonment ; and, prosecuted for that 
by any one of his passengers, not ta fac 
the possibility ofa considerable number 
of them taking up oases, he would 
possibly find himself muloted in a fine 
of 000, and sentenced to a yeat’s im- 
prisonment of either kind; or, both fined 
and sent to gaol, The Captain's respon- 
sibility ceases, according to: the. Ordin- 
ance, whea he reports forthwith to the 
Master Attendont the arrival of his vessel 
with immigrants; he is not called upon 
to do, or justified in doing anything more. 
The Protector of Ohinese has the right 
to inspect them on board if he gets there 
in time ; and ho has the power to detain 
them in depots on shore for the purposes

IN ADMIRALTY. 


March $1, 1879. 


Beforo His Lordship the Chief Justice, 
with Capt. Cleveland, B.N.,- BMS. 
Tron Duke, ond J. P. McEuen, Heq., 

_ Acting Harbour Master, as Nautical 
Aanesgora, 


Promovent—Kwox Avoxa.

-This was a claim for damages for the los: 
of the stone junk Sun Hop Lee, which was 
sunk by collision with the 8. S. Yangtoe, 
of which lat'or vessel the Impugnant was 
and is the mastor. The Hon. J. Russell, 
(Acting Queen’s Advocate), instructed by 
Mr Broreton, waa. for the Impugnant ; aid 
Mr J. J. Francis, instructed by Mr Dennys, 
for the Promovent., Kividence was heard 
on the 18th and 19th Instant; and the argu- 
monts of Counsel on the 24th, 

On the Court altting to-day, 

His Honor the President, said he did not 
until this morning know that he would 
have from the assessors so decided and 
conclusive a finding, and he had not called. 
this sitting of the Court; but when he waa 
Informed of the complete and conclusive 
nature of the finding of the assessors, he 
thought it best to call the Court together, 
and have the case disposed of, as owing to 
Capt. Cleveland's movements being so 
uncertain lt might be that they would be 
unable to have the deliverance given, as he 
desired it to be, with the two assessors pre- 
sent. The facts of the case were entirely 
nautical; the reasoning on them was 
necessarily nautical ; and the whole ques. 
tion in the oase was the nautical question 
of how far and in what respect the 
rales of the road at sea had been disregard-. 
ed by one party or the other in this case so 
as to lead to the collision, The. assessors 
had eliminated the facts from the evidence, 
and had stated them with a clearness which 
he could not have ,attained, and had come 
toa very decided opinion on these facta,— 
an opinion in which generally he conour- 
red, He would theréfore call on Captain 
Cleveland now to repost in Court the views 
and finding of the assessors, which had been 
already communicated to him (the Chief 
Justics) in private, 

Osptain Cleveland read the opinion of 
the assessors as follows: — ‘ 

As to the facts of the case wo find :— 

1, The Yangtee, an English steamer of 
about 800 tons register, Sohultzs, Master, 
left the. -buoy off Victoria, Hongkong, 
about 6 p.m. on February 6th, 1879, bound 
for Shanghai; she altered. course as requisite 
with the engines’ going slow till sho was 
clear of the shipping, when the speed was 
increased to full, which gave her 
generally 7 knots an hour, and the course 
sotto E. by 8. heading for the Northorn 
aide of the Ly-e-moon Pass, The weather 
was fine; it was prog though the 
moon had not risen about the hills, Tho 
wind was moderate from N. E., and the 
tide was running about 14 mile to 
the westward, being ‘‘half-fiood.”. The 
tights were burning, and one look-out-man 
was placud on the starboard bow. The 
Captain and Officer of the watoh being on 
the bridge, about 6.30, half an hour efter 
leaving port, a junk was slghted.a little 
on the starboard bow, about one point, 
and distant about three quarters of a mile, 
yecring, as nearly as could be seen with 
the night glasses, on a parallel and opposite 
course tothe steamer, Shortly afterwards, 
about 6.33, the master of the steamer 
ported his helm, and altered course to 
starboard, till the junk was brought two 
pointa on his port bow, and thus continued 
at full ‘speed for about 7 minutes, The 
junk being then close upon the port bow, 
and a collision appearing inevitable to the 
Captain, he gave the order to put the helm 
bard to starboard, “and shortly afterwards, 
to slow, stop, aud reverse ; but almost in- 
stantaneously the steamer ran into the 
atarboard side of the junk, which proved to 
be the Stin-Hop-Lee, 26 feet from her stern, 
and cut her in two, the steamer finally los- 
ing her way“at threo or four uf her own 
lengths, “She then lowered a boat, and 
pickéd up one Chinaman.

CHINESE IMMIGRATION A’ 
_ SINGAPORE, 

The judgment delivered by ‘the Chief 
Justice, Sir Thomus Sidgreaves, in the 
appeal ae ons Wharton, 8, 8. Car- 
sisbrooke;-sgainst the decision of the Senicr 
Mogistrate in an action brought against 
him by the Chinese Protectorate appearn in 
the last Straits papers to hand, The facts 
of the case are very simple. Capt, Wharton 
arrived in harbour ftom China at 11 o’clock 
at night with 390 Chineso passongers on 
board ; of whom 209, whose passages had 
beon paid, were for Singapore, and these 
landed . before being inspected by the Ohi- 
nese Protector. For permitting them to 
land before inspection, Captala Wharton 
was fined $100, undor Section 11 of Ordin- 
ance No, 2 of 1877, Chinese Inimigranta. 
The Chief Justice has quashed the con- 
viction, and points out that while tho 
object of the ordinance seems to be to 
detain the Immigrants on board until the 
arrival of the Protector of Chinese Immi- 
granta personally or by deputy, and the 
6th and 7th séctios of the Ordinance, 
the Protector of Chinese Immigrants fall 
power to detain them in the Depot for the 

| purposes _ specified in the” Ordinance, 
there is no power given: to the Master to 
detain passengers who have pald their 
passages after thelr arrival in port, and if 
a Captain took that view of his duty hoe 
might, as Mr Davidaon, poluted out, place 
himaelf in a very unenyiable position. « By 
detaining the passengers against their will, 
though they submitted peaceably to it, he 
might render himelf Hable to an action for 
false imprisonment, or mizht be proceeded 
against criminally under.Seotion 342 of the 
Penal Code for wrongfal confinement, and 
the exteut of the punishmont. for that 
offence is one yoar's imprisoment of other 
description; or 6500. fine, or both. If the 
passengers resisted this unlawful detention 
and attempted toget on shore, and were 
forcibly detained by the ordors of the 
Captain, supposing that he had the means 
of ehforcing them, then he would. make 
himeelf linble to olther civil or criminal 
proceedings ‘for sesault as well as for 
wrongful confinement, and even if the 
Ordinance could be supposed to intead 
‘euch a dangoroas proceeding on the part of 
the Master, yet it is obvious that the 
moment he has reported forthwith,” the 
obligations cast upon hint have altogether 
ceased, It then becomes the duty of the 
Master-Attendant or Harbour-Plaster to 
inform the -}rotector of Obifese Im- 
migrants, and the Protector of Chinese. 
Immigrants is either personally or by an 
officer of hia department’ to go on board 
forthwith, 1£ the Muster does report 
forthwith, and if after such fepord and 
before the arrival of the Protector of Chinese 
Immigrants, the Immigrants or ay of them

THE PELLEW ISLANDS. 


A paragraph in the Hongkong. papers an- 
ueneces't e “go much sus icton attaches 
to the reported wreck of a British barque 
off the Pellow Islands, that on represonta- 
tions made by Lloyds,.a man-of-war from . 
the, China station has been ordered to 
“proceed to the wreck to make enquiries.” 
Pr will be recollected that in 1866 or 2867 
. M. 8. Perseus was: sont to these islands 
to énquire into the murder of a Captain 
Cheyne who had ‘for many years traded 
among these avd the neighbouring groups. 
Fall enquities wore mado and the then 
king was shot by order of the Captain of 
the Perseus, the executioner (a volunteer) 
belng the king’s brother. For some two or 
three years aftor this the islandors remained 
uiet, with: the exception ‘of one or two 
forcible robberies of foreigners, but which 


-were unattended by violenes, 1n 1872 or 


1873 (we forget the year) a forelgner, resid- 
ing on one of, the larger islands of tho 
group, wai attacked and cut down by some 
even or elght nativea, The victim even- 
tually recovered and wont to Hongkong 
whero he laid the matter before the Com- 
modore, by whom he was told that the 
matter was beyond his jurisdlotion and that 
it-must be referred to the Admiral or Com- 
modore onthe Australian station, The 
foreigner having, after the attack mado — 
upon him, been robbed of nearly. all ho 
possessed was unable to pursue the matter 
further and it there dropped. * ea! 

In 1876 H. 1G. 8. Hertha, which 
had gone down fo one, of the groups in 
Pacific to make enquitles as to some insults 
offered to the German fiag, called into the 
Pollews, atid Oaptain Knorr ‘informed the 
British subjects who were then living there 
that he had been authorized to look into 
apy complaiate that might be made against 
them by the natives or vice versa, The man 
who had been cut down by the natives had 
died in the meantime, but some friends of 
his who were there represented tho affair 
to Captain Knorr, who called the prinslpal 
chiefs together and told them that in future 
& man ofwar of some nationality would — 
call there every three or four months and 
that any further outrage would, be aeverely 
punished ; the natives were also ordered to” 
reatore the,goods they had stolen; whether 
this was done or not we are unablo to sayy 
most probably not, for shortly after bis 
departure somo other foreigners were 
severely handled and robbed. Without 
acouslng any one of mistaken leniancy wo 
think we may safely say that a little whole- 
some severity would have had a beneficial 
effoot. If the unfortunate voxsel raférred 
to above has been out off and the orow 
murdered, wo hope that such a lesson will 
be administered that a similar case will not 
occur again, and, aa the Pellows are within 
a fow days’ journey of Hongkong 8 guns 
boat might: be occastonally sent down there 
to look, More than one yessel has beon 
cut off at thataud the nighbouring groups 
and there are now (or were not very:loug 
ago) natives living who rocollect the affairs 
and boast of them.-—iogo Neve ; :
